Backers of the initiative, led by Los 
Angeles businessman Howard Jarvis and 
Paul Gann of Sacramento, circulated 
petitions in all 58 counties for the first 
time in history

Sadat let 
down by 
Carter view 


United Press International 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat said 
today he was surprised, disappointed and 
embarrassed by President Carter’s 
rejection of an independent Palestinian 
state. He said Carter’s comments would 
delay a Middle East settlement. 
Carter said in a television interview 
Wednesday night, “ My preference is not 
to have an independent state,” in effect 
rejecting a key Sadat demand in peace 
negotiations with Israel. 
“ For sure I am disappointed,” Sadat 
said in an interview with CBS television 
in Cairo. “ For sure, because I should like 
that we put all our efforts toward ending 
the suffering in this problem, in the Mid­ 
dle East.” 


“This will postpone (the solution) for 
some time because we have to reopen 
the whole issue (of the Palestinians) 
again,” Sadat said. 
"He is making my job very difficult,” 
Sadat said of Carter’s statements 
A tape of the Sadat interview was 
made available to U PI 


The 
P a le s tin e L ib e ra tio n O r­ 
ganization today called Carter’s opposi­ 
tion to the establishment of an indepen­ 
dent Palestinian state an “ insult to the 
entire Arab nation” and hinted it might 
strike back with terrorism against U.S. 
interests. 


The attack was carried by the PLO ’s 
official news agency after Carter, in a 
television interview, sided with Israel on 
the West Bank issue, saying he opposed 
creation of a “ radical" Palestinian na­ 
tion in the heart of the Middle East. 
The PLO said Carter’s stand was 
aimed at destroying the national identity 
of the Palestinians and hinted at the use 
of terrorism, saying it reserved the right 
to use "a ll forms of revolutionary 
struggle" 
to confront the American 
policy 
It threatened to strike at American in­ 
terests in the region and called for 
strengthening relations with the Soviet 
Union and other communist nations. 


Jordan joined Egypt in rejecting 
Israel's proposals for the occupied West 
Bank of the Jordan river, and the Soviet 
Union denounced the Israeli-Egyptian 
peace negotiations as heightening ten­ 
sion in the Middle East. 
In Cairo, Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat said Egypt definitely cannot ac­ 
cept Israel's insistence on keeping troops 
in the occupied West Bank 


In Israel, a powerful bomb apparently 
set by Palestinian guerrillas exploded 
near an open-air market in the Mediter­ 
ranean coastal town of Netanya, killing 
two persons and wounding five others, 
one of them critically.

SY area property owners 
lose development fight

(First of a two-part series) 
This is the story of 35 Santa Ynez 
Valley property owners and their unsuc­ 
cessful fight to protect the value of their 
properties 
It is a story of frustration, disbelief of 
the actions of government officials, loss 
of confidence in a protecting government 
and insulting treatment at the hands of 
elected officials. 
The 35 property owners all reside on 
Samantha Drive between Refugio Road 
and Calzada Avenue in a development 
known as Meadow Oaks 
The entire controversy centered on an 
old. circa 1909, designated county road 60 
feet in width running from Refugio Road 
Calzada Avenue directly behind the 
property of the 35 owners 
The un­ 
improved road is designated as Santa 
Ynez Avenue. 
The tempest brewed with the applica­ 
tion of Dr and Mrs Clarence E. Hardin 
of SanU Ynez to split a six-acre parcel 


into four t »-acre tots and to use the oW, 
designated county road for access to 
their property. 
The thought of being sandwiched 
between two through 60-foot county 
roads was appalling and destructive to 
the Meadow Oaks residents and they 
sought relief from their government 
Richard L Pigman, an IBM employee 
at Vandenberg A FB, and his wife Anne, 
of 3045 Samantha Drive, spearheaded the 
actions of the property owners to fight 
for the abandonment of Santa Ynez 
Avenue by the County. 
They began by receiving the con­ 
currence of nearly all of the Samantha 
Drive property owners that such a road 
would, indeed, be “ out of character" 
with other residential property in the 
same general area, would adversely af­ 
fect property values and would "affect 
the quiet and peaceful enjoyment of the 
rear yards by the owners and oc­ 
cupants.”

Association of Housing and Redevelop 
ment officials and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development." 
Poelke served two terms as chapter 
vice president for NAHRO and has been 
a member of the regional executive 
board since 1973. 
With the Lompoc-based job, Poelke 
will receive an 18 percent pay raise from 
about $24,000 to $28,314 annually 
But. 
Santa Barbara's program also is larger 
Lynn said the local housing authority 
has a total HUD allocation for roughly 
2.000 units 
countvwide compared to 
about 1.800 Poelke administered in Kern 
County 


Further, there is a difference in the 
profiles of the two county agencies. 
He has been into more of rural hous­ 
ing authority work with farm labor, 
migrant type housing where ours has 
been working with housing for more of 
an urban population," Lynn explained. 
A new executive director should 
further stabilize the housing agency, 
rocked in the last year with two director 
resignations and an F B I investigation.

The Meadow Oaks property owners 
filed an objection to the proposed land 
division with the OEQ on Sept. 15 
signed by 66 persons residing on 
Samantha Drive, Calzada Avenue and 
Refugio Road. 
They based their objection on the fact 
that “ generation of additional traffic on 
Santa Ynez Avenue may require im­ 
provements to the road.” They added: 
“ If brought to County standards, this 
wold cause the properties on the north 
side of Samantha Drive to abut directly 
onto two full-width roads." 
“ We were concerned with the full 
development of a 60-foot road and not 
just access to one property,” Pigman 
stated 
The Office of Environmental Quality 
found "no significant’’adverse en­ 
vironmental impacts to the lot split ap­ 
plication stating, “ The addition of 30 to 
36 additional vehicles per day onto Santa 
Ynez Avenue may necessitate improve­ 
ments thereon ... this increase in traffic 
will not create adverse conditions on 
Refugio Road.” 
Losing that battle, the Meadow Oaks 
property owners, represented by the 
Pigmans. moved on to the County Sub­ 
division Committee 
In a letter to Robert A 
Scott, 
secretary of the com m ittee, the 
Pigmans suggested an alternative — that 
Santa Ynez Avenue be abandoned but 
that the Hardins be permitted to attach 
to Refugio Road with a private drive 
built on the existing easement 
“ This drive would only serve the 
Oliver property on the comer of Santa 
Ynez Avenue and Refugio Road, and the 
proposed four lots on the Hardin proper­ 
ty, " they stated 
The Pigmans concluded: “ This alter­ 
native would effectively leave the situa­ 
tion as it is now. with a private drive 
built on the existing easement, yet the 
Hardins could proceed with the lot split, 
no County road would be needed, the 
abutters would retain the use of the 
former road easement and the entire 
project would be less costly to all con­ 
cerned "

A suggestion of illegality today 
clouded the county planning commis­ 
sion's approval last week of a 54-home 
development in Mesa Oaks 
The commission voted 6-3 to recom­ 
mend approval for the development in 
Lompoc Uplands. Normally the recom­ 
mendation would be on the board of 
supervisors’ agenda for Jan. 3, but a 
technicality has stalled that action, ac­ 
cording to Sue Trescher of the county 
counsel’s office. The technicality has 
nothing to do with the contention by 
Lompoc assistant planner Dave Miller 
that the county planning department 
failed to provide the city with an en­ 
vironmental impact report on the Mesa 
Oaks development 
Miller said the question was being 
handled by his boss, Jack Lam, director 
of the community development depart­ 
ment. Lam is on vacation until Jan. 3 and 
unavailable for comment. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson said to­ 
day that the question of the missing E IR 
had not yet been brought to his attention, 
but he questioned whether there was 
anything illegal about the county’s action 
in not providing a copy to the city in ad­ 
vance of planning commission approval. 
Trescher also said the failure to 
provide the city with a copy of the E IR 
would be illegal only if the city were one 
of the agencies that “ must give ap­ 
proval’’ to the home development 
project under CEQUA, California En­ 
vironmental Quality Act 
Despite these assurances, however, 
the issues were not clear The city has 
become involved with the Mesa Oaks 
development because of negotiations 
between the city and Lompoc Utility Ser­ 
vices Co., provider of sewer service to 
the new development Officials of the 
utility company have expressed an in­ 
terest in joining the city’s regional 
wastewater treatment plant and of aban­ 
doning the company sewer plant facility

Brown, the Legislature 
and the State Coastal Commis­ 
sion regarding the proposed 
siting of a liquefied natural gas 
complex near Pt. Conception 
In a separate appeals to the 
state authorities, the board: 
— Is requesting of the gover­ 
nor and Legislature that SB 
1081 (LNG Terminal Act) be 
amended to insure extension of 
the mandated permit process­ 
ing deadlines and make an of­ 
fshore site a viable alternative 
to the LNG siting process. A 
deadline of July 31, 1978, is set 
by the Senate bill, which county 
officials claim practically in­ 
sures the site will be the Pt. 
Conception area

facilities close to one another

Director Paul Wack to the State 
Coastal Com m ission staff 
reflecting concern of growth in­ 
ducement related to a proposed 
LNG facility in such an isolated 
area as Pt. Conception. Wack 
stated that although criteria 
acknowledge a safety buffer 
zone of several hundred acres 
around an LNG terminal as be­ 
ing desirable, he questioned its 
practicality. Pressure for adja­ 
cent industrial development 
could represent a serious threat 
to the establishment of a buffer 


zone, he felt, unless the buffer 
zone is part of the LNG site or 
under public ownership. 
But even with a buffer zone. 
Wack said he felt, there seemed 
to be little assurance that 
further industrialization would 
not occur adjacent to the buffer 
zone He felt that his concern 
was 
“significant enough" in 
regard to the Pt Conception 
site to have the County Local 
Coastal Program staff prepare 
a contingency land use plan that 
would address the site. 
Escaped FCI prisoner 
held on robbery charges 


An escaped F C .I 
inmate, 
recently judged by prison of­ 
ficials to have "made an ex­ 
c e lle n t 
in s t it u t io n a l 
adjustment," has been arrested 
for multiple bank robberies in 
Los Angeles. 
Michael Eugene Ruppel, 26. 
never returned from his second 
furlough granted for Nov. 9 to 
13, was declared an escapee and 
his case was referred to the 
F B I , 
Associate W arden 
Charles Tumbo said. 
Ruppel was arraigned before 
a U .S. M agistrate in Los 
Angeles Wednesday on charges 
of taking more than $40,000 
since November from banks in 
Long 
B e a c h , W estw o o d , 
Panorama City, Van Nuys and 
T a rz a n a , w h ere he w as 
arrested when police responded 
to an alarm. 
Turnbo said Ruppel started 
serving a five-year sentence for 
other bank robberies in Sept. 
1976 He was scheduled to go 
before the parole commission 
next month and would have 
been eligible for parole in 
February 
Turnbo said Ruppel’s record 
showed “ no background of as­ 
saultive or violent behavior,” 
that he apparently robbed 
banks without using weapons 
Turnbo said Ruppel’s file in­ 
dicates he enrolled in the prison 
drug abuse program nearly a 
year ago, “ made an excellent 
institutional adjustment," and 
was an instructor in F C.I ’s 
year-old “ Positive Mental At­ 
titude" program 


“ I wished he had used that," 
Turnbo commented 
Turnbo said Ruppel also had 
"excellent” work and housing 
evaluations. 
Ruppel was granted the 
November furlough and a 
previous one in April 1977 to 
m aintain fam ily ties and 
develop 
future job oppor­ 
tunities. 
Turnbo said the prison was 
notified by the U.S Probation 
Office on Nov 14. the day after 
Ruppel should have returned to 
F C I . 
that Ruppel was 


suspected of committing a bank 
robbery. 
He said the prison's In­ 
stitutional Disciplinary Com­ 
mittee met and revoked the 104 
days of statutory good time 
c re d its 
R u p p el had a c ­ 
cumulated and that these will 
be re-added to his sentence. 
Turnbo added that only about 
1 
p e r c e n t 
o f 
p r i s o n e r s 
released on furlough violate the 
privilege 
"About 99 percent 
are very successful," lie said. 
“ Unfortunately we just had one 
that went amiss."

WASHINGTON (U P 1 ) - 
P resident C arter concedes he 
“ obviously ” 
no 
longer can 
guarantee a balanced federal 
budget by 1981 but insists he 
will be able to win passage of an 
energy bill and approval of the 
P anam a Canal treaties next 
year. 
Looking a t his first year in of­ 
fice. C arter W ednesday night 
said his biggest m istake was 
raising hopes beyond w hat he 
w as able to do The result of the 
m isca lc u la tio n w as, he had 
“ dashed som e hopes ” 
C arter, ready for a nine-day 
t r ip to s ix n a tio n s , a ls o 
p red icted 
a stra te g ic a rm s 
lim ita tio n 
p a c t 
w ould be 
reached with the Soviet Union 
in 1978 And he said he would 
consider U.S. guarantees in the 
Middle E ast if it was needed to 
prevent the talks from breaking 
down. 
C arter also told four televi­ 
sion in te rv ie w e rs d u rin g a 
broadcast chat from the White 
House th at he found unem ploy­ 
m ent and inflation to be stub­ 
born, difficult problem s. C arter 
appeared relaxed during the in­ 
terview , betraying little em o­ 
tion in his voice Obviously well 


briefed. C arter replied to m ost 
questions with answ ers heard 
before. 
When rem inded of his cam ­ 
paign pledge to balance the 
budget by 1981, the end of his 
first term . C arter altered his 
stan ce. 
“ O bviously, I c a n ’t 
guarantee th at,” he said. 
“ W e’ve alw ays known that 
balancing the budget would be 
difficult It depends on how fast 
business invests and low m any 
people are at work ... I just 
c a n ’t give a firm c o m m it­ 
m ent ’’ 
Responding to a question on 
his tenure. C arter said: “ My 
biggest m istake has been in 
building up expectations too 
high 1 underestim ated the dif­ 
ficulty and tim e required for 
Congress to take action on con­ 
troversial m easu res.’’ he said 
He took the Israeli side on the 
legal statu s of the W est Bank, 
saying he favors “ an entity 
w herein the P alestinians can 
liv e in p e a c e

p referen ce is th at they not be 
an independent nation, but be 
tied in som e way with the sur­ 
rounding countries — m ake it a 
choice, perhaps, betw een Israel 
and Jo rd a n .”

about (Senate) ratificatio n ,’’ of 
the treaties, said L axalt, who 
m anaged Ronald R eag an ’s bid 
fo r th e G O P p r e s id e n tia l 
nom ination last year.

Ochoa, who is one- 
quarter Chumash Indian, ad­ 
mits. however, it won't be “ a 
full retirement.'' 
“ I'll be around if they need 
me and will be happy to work on 
a volunteer basis at times driv­ 
ing the bus if necessary or doing 
any other job that has to be 
done " 
At the outset, however. 
Ochoa plans to take some time 
off to go fishing and hunting, a 
pair of outdoor activities he’s 
enjoyed since a boy, as well as 
do some traveling with his wife. 
Eulalia 
Ochoa has been on the job as 
bus driver at the center since it 
was 
established 
three-and-a- 
half years ago. 
A kindly, quiet man with a 
ready smile, Ochoa has been a 
favorite person with hundreds 
and hundreds of Santa Ynez 
Valley seniors and was recently 
given a plaque by the Senior 
SYCSD 
on fund 


Council tor his services 
He and his van. which is 
provided by the county and the 
CAC. regularly, on a five day a 
week basis, provide transporta­ 
tion for valley seniors on shopp­ 
ing expeditions, trips to the 
Pacific Conservatory of the 
Performing Arts productions at 
Allan Hancock College in Santa 
Maria, and Senior Faires at 
Earl Warren Showgrounds in 
Santa Barbara 
In addition he has been the 
man behind the wheel of the 
new white van taking seniors, 
including 
some from the 
Solvang Lutheran Home as well 
as from various other parts of 
the valley to trips to the doctor 
or dentist, stores, bingo night 
parties every Friday at the 
clubhouse ot Ranch Club Mobile 
Estates in Buellton as well as 
the onee-a-month potluck din­ 
ners and programs staged by 
the Santa Ynez Valley Senior 
Council at the Buellton mobile 
estates facility 
Each day, too, shortly after 
noon. Ochoa picks up a vanload 
of senior passengers who take 
part in the center-sponsored 
nutrition program with lunch 
served Monday through Friday 
in the faculty room of the Santa 
Ynez Valley High School 
Ochoa estimates he drives 
about 2.000 miles a month in the 
senior van with his passengers 
averaging about 550 a month 
Ochoa was born in Santa 
Ynez. a son of the late Frank 
and Juana Ochoa 
Both his 
parents are half Chumash His 


father came from Los Alamos 
while his mother was raised on 
the Santa Ynez Indian Reserva­ 
tions along Highway 246 on the 
outskirts of the town of Santa 
Ynez 


He attended the old College 
School in Santa Ynez and was 
graduated from Santa Ynez 
Valley High School in 1934 
where he was a star baseball 
and basketball player Football, 
he noted, wasn't included in the 
high school sports program in 
those days 


After leaving high school. 
Ochoa studied mechanics, in­ 
cluding the heavy duty type, as 
well as welding Before coming 
to the center. Ochoa had a 
varied occupational career He 
worked at one time on Rancho 
Santa Ynez. was engaged in 
heavy construction work for the 
original Sanchez and Sons firm, 
was employed by E-Z Crete, 
worked for the Soivang Lumber 
for 15 years and for two years 
managed the Flag Is Up Farms, 
a blooded horse ranch between 
Solvang and Buellton 


Ochoa and his wife and their 
seven daughters resided in 
various places in Santa Ynez 
until he and his wife moved to 
the reservation to reside in 
196» 


The move. Ochoa noted, 
came after all of the Ochoa 
daughters had grown up and 
completed their schooling in the 
valley and had gone on to 
college 
receives assurance 
grant extension 


As a means of making the 
stay of patients in the Santa 
Ynez V a lle y H o sp ital as 
enjoyable and comfortable as 
possible, an information packet 
is in the process of being 
printed and will be provided 
patients as a service of the 
Hospital Auxiliary 
Information in the packet is 
designed to give the patient an 
understanding of the hospital 
and its operation 
The information will appear 
on a slotted page in various 
categories, including “ Your 
C a r e .” 
“ A d m issio n and 
Discharge," “ Your Comfort.” 
“ How You Can Share," “ Your 
Account." and “ Your Notes.” 
The front cover will contain a 
photograph of the front of the 
hospital while two inside pages 
of photos will depict the expan­ 
sive patio area 
The back page of the packet is 
devoted to a history of the aux­ 
iliary and the role its members 
have played in supporting the 
32-bed medical facility since 
the idea for creating a valley 
hospital gained momentum in 
the 1960s 
The first organizational ses­ 
sion of what was to become the 
auxiliary was held May 24. 1962 
with Mrs Andrew T. Petersen 
named the chairman of the 
future auxiliary unit 
The auxiliary was responsible 
for holding a “ Fam ily Night,” 
June 29. 1962 Purpose of the 
gathering, 
which drew an 
audience which filled the parish 
hall of the Bethania Lutheran 
Church, was to promote the 
idea of building and financing a 
hospital in the valley. 
During the period preceding 
the construction and opening of 
the hospital Nov 9 1964 many 
fund raising activities were 
con du cted 
by 
a u x ilia ry 
members 
One of the most 
significant was the establish­ 
ment of a thrift shop, known as 
the New to You Shop, which 
opened May 30. 1963. in Hamlet 
Square in Solvang 
The a u x ilia ry 's original 
pledge of funds was $8,000 
Within two years, however, the 
amount was increased to 
$10,000 Pledges to the hospital 
were received from throughout 
the Santa Ynez Valley and 
donors providing the largest 
amounts had their names or 
those in memoriam inscribed 
on plaques on various room 
doors, the w alls of other 
areas of the hospital as well as 
on some pieces of equipment in 
the hospital 
The original 
pledge of the auxiliary was used 
tor the construction of a gift 
shop in the lobby of the hospital 
As the years progressed, both 
the New to You Shop and the 
gift shop in the hospital have 
proved increasingly successful 


At present, all members are 
concentrating their efforts by 
contributing their volunteer 
hours working in the shops 
In March of 1964. a junior 
auxiliary, known as the Candy 
Stripers, was formed 
The 
Candy Stripers provide various 
services in the hospital under 
the supervision of the head 
nurse and advisors from the 
senior auxiliary. 
From the 
beginning to the present time 
members of the junior auxiliary 
group have volunteered thou­ 
sands of hours in service as well 
as making numerous financial 
contributions to the hospital 
For several years, the senior 
auxiliary members have served 
the hospital by operating the 
telephone switchboard as well 
as taking a book and magazine 
cart from room to room 


The auxiliarv initiated 
its 
first annual ball, a fund-raising 
project open to all valley resi 
dents 
in November of 1964 
Other auxiliarv fund-raising 
projects have included auc­ 
tions. rummage sales, bake 
sales 
fashion shows, home 
tours and sponsorship of booths 
at Solvang s annual Danish 
Days celebrations 


Formed bv the anxiliary in 
the early years of the hospital, 
too. was the Helping Fund, 
designed to assist patients in 
need ol financial aid with a loan 
or a gilt 
The Helping Fund 
program is limited to local resi­ 
dents and thus far recipients 
have been given $3,334

OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) - 
Neither tears nor pleas of 
.ibsent-rnmdedness would dis­ 
suade District Judge Homer 
Smith from his plan to punish 
people who failed to respond to 
summonses for jury duty. 
Smith pronounced sentence 
on eight offenders Wednesday: 
three days in his courtroom 
without pay 
He ordered arrest warrants 
issued for four other people who 
failed to heed either the jury 
summons or the informal con­ 


tempt of court citations order­ 
ing them to appear Wednesday 
The warrants commanded the 
sheriff to bring the four of­ 
fenders to Smith so he could 
hear their explanations. 
The eight who did show up 
were reproached individually 
Smith asked them one by one 
why they did not appear for 
jury duty 
Most replied they 
lost the summons, forgot about 
it or could not appear because 
of their jobs. 
Smith told them the excuses 


might have been accepted if 
they had tried to contact the 
cou rth ouse, and 
R oger M 
Bondy said he did. but never 
reached court officials. 
" I’m sure sorry. I didn’t 
mean to offend the court.

Basically, I know what’s 
happening, what’s coming down, but this 
just isn’t the right time to get into it.” 
Namath said the focus should remain 
on the Rams, who lost despite being 9*4- 
point favorites over the Vikings. 
“ It’s not a time,” he said, “ for me to 
step up and bring the spotlight on me 
because, if there’s no reason to make a 
decision now, why make one? Right now. 
I'm leaning in one direction But who 
knows what will unfold between now and 
next season?”

Cowins tells his side of Arkansas controversy 


L IT T LE ROCK, Ark (U P I) — Univer­ 
sity of Arkansas running back Ben 
Cowins has testified he was in an athletic 
dormitory room where a girl was par­ 
tially disrobed, but he called it a “ playful 
act” that did not justify barring him and 
two teammates from playing in the 
Orange Bowl. 
Cow ins and two other black players - 
running back Micheál Forrest and wide 
receiver Donny Bobo — have sued the 
University of Arkansas, seeking rein­ 
statement to the team in time for Mon­ 
day’s bowl game in Miami against 
Oklahoma 
The hearing on their suit began 
Wednesday in federal court and was 
recessed until today with Cowins, an All- 
Southwest Conference back, scheduled 
for further testimony. 
John W 
Walker of Little Rock, a 


leading Arkansas civil rights lawyer, 
filed a class-action suit on behalf of the 
players, which also charged the univer­ 
sity with discrimination against black 
athletes 


“ Some of the girl’s clothes were 
removed, by whom I don’t know," 
Cowins told U.S. District Court Judge 
Terry Shell “It was a playful act The in­ 
cident was completely under control It 
was understood by all parties what was 
going on ” 


Cowins' testimony offered some of the 
first details of the incident in the athletic 
dormitory in Fayetteville, Ark Arkan­ 
sas Coach Lou Holtz has refused to dis­ 
cuss what led him to suspend the three 
On Dec 20 about 6 30 p m the campus 
security police reported an attempted 
rapt* on campus to Fayetteville city 


police but the girl involved did not want 
to press charges 
Later, the campus police asked the 
city police to pick up Cowins, Forrest 
and Bobo for questioning about “ an in­ 
cident” on campus. At 9 30 p m , campus 
police told city authorities they had 
located the three 
No charges have been filed against the 
three suspended players 


Cowins said about 10 people were in 
the dorm room of freshman running back 
Trent Bryant, including at least one girl. 
However. Cowins balked when asked to 
name those in the room The hearing was 
recessed before testimony resumed

Lost services 


Our County 
Supervisor 
Robert 
Hedlund 
misunder­ 
stood a proposal last week that 
resulted in the denial of preg­ 
nant women on MediCal in 
Lompoc to have their babies 
delivered in Lompoc. 


In a unanimous action last 
week, 
the supervisors ap­ 
proved a plan of County Health 
S e r v i c e s 
D i r e c t o r 
Dr . 
Lawrence Hart to station one 
full-time physician and one 
back-up physician 
in Santa 
M a r i a 
to 
p r o v i d e 
for 
deliveries. 


It is difficult for one to un­ 
derstand why Lompoc was not 
protected in this matter. Many 
months of protest from Lom­ 
poc Hospital District officials 
led to the county’s establish­ 
ment of a prenatal care center 
in the community. Presently 


approximately 25 to 30 women 
a week seek such care in our 
com m unity. Since the es­ 
tablishment of the prenatal 
care center, hospital officials 
have continued to press for ac­ 
tion to allow delivery of babies 
in the community. 


Knowing how strong Lom­ 
poc hospital officials have 
been urging this service in the 
community, we question why 
o u r 
s u p e r v i s o r 
d i d n ’ t 
specifically nail down the 
facts of Dr. Hart’s proposal 
before seconding the motion 
approving the continuance of 
all Lompoc baby deliveries in 
Santa Maria. 


We believe it would have 
been well 
for Supervisor 
Hedlund 
to have explored 
before the board of super­ 
visors in depth the alter- 


natives that could have gained 
this service for Lompoc. Could 
a proportionate share of the 
contract doctor’s time have 
been allocated to Lompoc? 
Could contract arrangements 
for local deliveries have been 
made with local obstetricians 
and been paid for on a propor­ 
tionate basis? Could th^county 
doctor and the backup doctor 
share services between the 
community? Could the doctors 
be paid on a “per delivery” 
basis? Could midwife services 
be feasible? 
-------- 
Supervisor Hedlund will now 
attempt to pick up the pieces 
of his misunderstood action. 
Meetings are promised next 
month to explore possibilities 
that we believe should have 
been explored at the board of 
supervisors m eeting last 
week.

meetings " Gore may not be far off the 
mark in assessing the interest in the 
council Someone said a council meeting 
Monday night attracted more than 200 
persons That would be the equivalent of 
about 650 persons at a meeting in the 
Citv of Lompoc; or about 10,000 or 
more attending a meeting from the en­ 
tire Lompoc Valley. No apathy there. 
Los A lam os lias m any v irtu es. 
Everyone could see that in the candor 
with which Gore spoke If I got down all 
the details correctly, Los Alamos relies 
mainly on propane gas for heating and 
cooking, and a recent building boom 
pushed the number of septic tanks to a 
balance with the number deemed ap­ 
propriate considering top priority for the 
purity of the area’s underground water 
supply 
In other respects, a call to the sheriff 
for assistance brings a deputy on the dou­ 
ble from his station 12 miles away , a call 
for an ambulance has to be put through 
the operator as any call apparently to 
distances further away than the sound of 
G ore’s voice, and the com m unity’s 
leading restaurant is open two days a 
week 
The formation commission discussed 
some of this after Gore and most 
members of the audience in Lompoc 
Library had departed Should or should 
not the commission accept Gore’s invita­ 
tion to meet in Los Alamos? When 
someone disclosed the operation of the 
restaurant, com m issioner W. 
Mark 
Durley pursed his lips and wondered 
aloud which days of the week the 
restaurant was open Actually, the com­ 
mission was so taken with G ore’s 
delightful presentation — the ring of 
truth, despite the tongue-in-cheek 
technique — that one of the meetings 
probably will be held in Los Alamos in 
the near future 


George Smith, prime mover behind the 
county split movement, tried some 
weeks ago to assume a lesser role in the 
pro-split force He told this reporter that 
there were problems in his trucking 
business that demanded his time and 


that he had to respond 
That may be true, but the word has 
been circulating that the forces around 
Smith wanted to decentralize the move­ 
ment from its birthplace in Santa Maria 
in order to be more attractive to the 
Lompoc-Santa Ynez area Readers will 
recall that Boyd Bettencourt was named 
chairman of Citizens for the County 
Split; and Sm ith's name was dropped 
from the prominence it once had. 
Something apparently went wrong 
with all that determination this week 
Although Smith made a determined ef­ 
fort to get the formation review commis­ 
sion to incorporate a “study of trends” 
into the hopper, a prepared copy of his 
remarks clearly shows the old George 
Smith itch to get in and mix it up. 
At one point, the presentation notes 
“ We are prepared to do a study based 
more on demographics than on statistics 
obtained from perusal of old county 
budgets.” Despite those words, Smith 
made a repeated effort to get the com­ 
mission to do the study. 
When his entreaties seemed to fail, 
Smith finally said he would do the study 
of trends himself. “ If you don’t do it, I 
will This is going to cost me a lot of time 
and monev.” And with that he turned and 
stumped from the room 
I guess that means Smith has jumped 
into the fray again 
Meanwhile sounds have begun to come 
once again from the dormant Citizens for 
Preservation of Santa Barbara County, 
an organization formed during the drive 
to put the split question on the ballot.

She is the petitely attractive South 
Korean woman who used to hobnob with 
former Speaker Carl Albert and other 
Capitol Hill bigwigs She has been cross- 
examined 
repeatedly behind closed 
doors by the Jaworski team Not once 
during the hours of detailed questioning 
had she mentioned that she was writing a 
book 
The alert White hit the telephone and 
tracked down Suzi’s literary agent, 
Bertha Klausner, in New York City. He 
demanded that Ms. Klausner supply the 
committee with the book m aterial Suzi 
had sent her. 
Ms. Klausner would not comment on 
her conversation with White, But both

If Jaworski s investigators can 
wait until the book is in final form, they 
can also discover the secrets of Shabu- 
Shabu, a sort of Mongolian hotpot.

Since the Korean scandals surfaced,

KIDS FOR K RU EG ER. Rep. Bob 
Krueger, D-Tex.. has been on the receiv­ 
ing end of some astonishing piggy-bank 
contributions from the offspring of oil- 
rich fam ilies. The money has been 
deposited quietly in a political war chest, 
which he expects to use to unseat Sen 
John Tower, R-Tex 
Krueger has also made a brash appeal 
to oil and gas corporations for funds to 
underwrite his primary campaign 
He 


may have run afoul of federal election 
laws in both instances, and his campaign 
manager Gary Mauro is trying to make 
quick amends. 
Federal Election Commission records 
indicate that Krueger’s campaign cof­ 
fers have been fattened with at least 
$10,000 in dubious, possibly illegal, con­ 
tributions from the children of oil ex­ 
ecutives. The law allows minors to con­ 
tribute up to $1,000 but only if the funds 
are controlled exclu sively by the 
youngsters and not derived as a gift. 
So we found 13-year-old Joseph Wat­ 
ford tossed $1,000 into the Krueger pot 
His oil executive father, George Watford 
of a Dallas firm called Prairie Produc­ 
ing, claimed his son raised the money by 
“working and saving over the years” and 
from gifts bestowed by grandparents 
Two othei Watford children were good 
for an additional $2,000 
We asked a college student about her 
$1.000 Krueger gift, and she confessed 
total ignorance of her largesse. “Maybe 
Daddy did it for m e,” she speculated in 
confusion “ Daddy” is Frank Crossen of 
Syntex 
Construction, 
another 
Dallas 
firm We were unable to get a comment 
from Crossen 
Campaign manager Mauro admitted to 
our reporter Geoff Lindsay he hadn’t 
thought about the election law restric­ 
tions but hastily decided to refund any 
contributions by minors that might be il­ 
legal 
Krueger is also backtracking on a 
telegraphic appeal to oil and gas cor­ 
porations for contributions that are flat­ 
ly prohibited 
He sent 7,000 Western 
Union mailgrams to members of the 
Texas Independent Petroleum Royalties 
Owners, reminding them he had been 
“ fighting 
for deregulation” of gas 
prices. Some of the wires went to cor­ 
porations. which are forbidden by law 
from contributing. “This is one of those 
classic screw-ups in a campaign that you 
have nightm ares about,” explained 
Mauro. 
A Western Union spokesman disagreed 
vehemently 
“ We followed the instruc­ 
tions given us,” he said

The steel dilemma

WASHINGTON - For so long the steel 
industry has been the backbone of the 
/Vnerican economy that it is hard to 
adjust to the current cries for help com­ 
ing from both the companies and the un­ 
ion. Leaders in the industry report huge 
losses and 60,000 workers laid off 
They ch arg e that 
steel im ports from 
Europe and Japan are 
sold at below cost, 
subsidized by govern­ 
m en t, and 
th at is 
“ d u m p in g .” 
They 
want a remedy and 
quick. 
The Iron and Steel 
In s titu te , 
th e 
in ­ 
d u s t r y ’ s 
c e n t r a l 
powerhouse, says that 
columns I have writ­ 
ten on the subject are 
unfair because they accuse the industry 
of failing to modernize This failure is in 
contrast to Japanese steelmakers who 
have put up to 40 percent of their produc­ 
tion into the oxygen process, as against 
the open-hearth method long outmoded 
I based this on a study by the 
brokerage firm of Merrill Lynch, which 
found Japan in the lead in efficiency and 
cost We have refuted this study, the In­ 
stitute writes, and furthermore we think 
we have proved conclusively that foreign 
nations are dumping steel in this 
country 
Since this controversy, the whole pic­ 
ture has been changed by President 
Carter’s rescue operation for the steel 
industry Part of his proposal was for a 
trigger price, with imported steel com­ 
ing in under that price subject to 
penalties for “dumping ” 
The industry is waiting to see how high 
the trigger price will be. If it is close to 
the $360 a ton that American steel brings, 
they will be happy, confident this will 
keep out most of the 20 percent of im­ 
ports estimated for 1978. 
President Carter deserves respectable 
marks, in the opinion of this observer, 
for resisting the demands for protec­ 
tionism and quotas. The old tub- 
thumper, George Meany, at the AFL- 
CIO convention in Los Angeles, kept up 


the demand for barriers that would wall 
off American industry and American 
workers from foreign competition. 
This conveniently ignores the fact that 
protectionism would bring immediate 
reprisals and the $8 billion the United 
States sells abroad would be jeopardized 


The Carter proposal also calls for 
government-guaranteed loans to enable 
the industry to modernize and tax breaks 
to cushion the cost of environmental and 
other special charges. The package as 
prepared by the Treasury is intended to 
raise steel earnings by $900 million a 
year and put up to half the laid off 
workers back in jobs 


The reaction of industry and the 
United Steel Workers Union was on the 
whole a cautious let’s see. The trigger 
price will not be announced until some 
time in January. 
David M 
Roderick, president of 
United States Steel, said: 


“ If the trigger prices are unrealistic, 
the program would not constitute a 
useful substitute for the prosecution of 
dumping 
cases by 
individual com ­ 
panies." 


His company has brought several such 
cases against Japanese exporters in the 
customs court. Roderick also was skep­ 
tical about the guaranteed loan aspects 
of the Carter plan. Loans from such 
agencies as the Economic Development 
Administration “ would be a step toward 
ultim ate nationalization or, at its 
minimum, place the federal government 
in a position of controlling a segment of 
the m arket.” 


This gets close to the dilemma of steel 
in the world market 
Virtually every 
country in Western Europe, with the pos­ 
sible exception of West Germany, is 
hurting badly because of the downturn in 
steel Since most of the European steel 
companies are government-owned, the 
taxpayer is making up the deficit. 


Not merely the well-being of a seg­ 
ment of private industry, as in this 
country, but the health of the national ex­ 
chequer is involved That means national 
rivalrv that could become national 


hostility With world finance in a state of 
near chaos, it means an added threat to 
the hope for stability 


In Japan industry and the government 
are like Siamese twins It is hard to tell 
where one begins and the other ends. The 
Japanese are saying they feel no obliga­ 
tion to bring down arbitrarily their own 
big trade surplus and they talk of the 
danger of a serious depression 
Ac­ 
cording to American industrialists, the 
Japanese have cut back on their exports 
to Europe and compensated by increas­ 
ing exports to this country 


The remedy for all this is so obvious It 
is to get on with a new General Agree­ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade The effort to 
create another GATT has been stalled If 
it is not soon off dead center with a sense 
of real urgency, we are likely to see in 
the New Year the beginning of a dire 
protectionism that can spell, as it did in 
1930, a worldwide depression
